The Judges, AttoEaey-GJgneral, the 
members of the Bar, Ifie Registrar, tlie 
Sheriff, even the usher are all paid, for 
the most part well paid, for their at- 
tandance at Court. But how is it -wifcli 
jurors, whose functions are perhajpa of 
more importance than all V There are 
usually forty jurors summoned, aud al- 
though seldom more than twelve arc 
on duty at one time, still they must all 
be in attendance uuder| paiii of line 
and possible imprisonmcntr Well, 

. how are thej' paid V One dollar and a 
half for each case tried,— that is to say 
each juryman trying the case receives 
:'':;'6ne.dpllar audaholf; the others re- 
ceiving nothing. Thus it will be seen 
that, as a rule, two thirds or so of the 
jurors in attendance receive no pay 
whatever. It seems scarcely necessaiy 
to ijoiut out the obvious fact that the 
juror who is compelled to attend 
court and. hold . himself in constant 
readiness for active duty is equally en- 
titled to pay with the juror 
who happens to fall within the 
Ijauel. If this be admitted, and it is 
difficult to sec how it can bo success- 
fully controverted, thou is it evident 
that the present mode of paying jurors 
is unequal and inequitable. Are we 
told that patriotism, not pay, should be 
the juryman's nuitive ? But wii^- should 
not this be the motive of all V .Shall 
patriotism be confined to the breast of 
the juiyman? Why should this be the 
sole motive and reward of the working- 
man whose family dc]iend upon his 
daily labor for their daily bread, while 
the rich are paid, aud well paid, in 
gold ? If but ono class only shall be paid, 

. by all means let it be the poor man 
who can least afford to give his time 
for the good of his country. Wo sub- 
mit that it is Vr'rong in i)rineiple and 
unjust in practice to compel a score or 
more of the industrial classes to give 
their attendance at every Court of As- 
size without any remuneration what- 
ever. Justice cannot demand such a 
sacrilico. This subject should have 
immediate attention. To the unthink- 
ing multitude it may ajjpcar a very 
small matter indeed; yet cases of hard- 
ship are not wanting even in this com- 
munity. But, apart altogether from 
instances of hardship, the principle it- 
self is wrong — an injustice is done in 
he name of Justice. 



Servile J oumalism. 



It must be painful to all right think 
' ing persons to observe the extreme sub 
serviency of that sejction of the press 
supporting the present administration. 
That the supporters of an administra- 
tion should 

"Be to their faults a little bliiul," 

:.;Ifl probably no more than might he ex- 
pected. We are not prepared to say 
that it would not be right. But when 
the -press goes such a length in the 
support of any administration as that, 
in its eyes, they become 

"Wide in tlic'ii- folly, lilanit-leBS in thcirylns," 

Then do its legitimate and most val- 
uable functions cease. No one who 
has watched the course of the jour- 
nals supporting the Ministry can doubt 
that such is the position into which 
they have fallen. An apt illustration 
was afforded a few days ago. State- 
ments made in the immediate proseucc 
of the King of Terrors are generally 
considered as being more reliable iiiid 
carrying greater weight than tliose 
made under ordinary circuinistanuGS. 
But it would appear to be quite dif- 
ferent in.' the case of dying organs. 
' It would seem that, as dissolution ap- 
proaches, thoy become more reckless 
in their disregard of truth. "W'e are re- 
minded that such is also the case witii 
the worst tyi)c of .sinners. Instead 
of being humbled and i^cuitent when 
they feeLthemselves in the grip of the 
grim monster, thoy rave and blas- 
pheme. But, to be less iiyiirativo, we 
refer once more to the dying words 
of one of these organs. Supporting 
its assertion that the Province would 
willingly await the Premier's couvoni- 
venience till Maroh x>r' even till 
April to convene the Local Legisla- 
ture, it assigned as a reason, that 
''littlf.or no iinpurtnnt h'gislalloii. is required, 
ao complete were the vcforuis ius/itiited litat 
session." Having thua sijokon, the little 
organ drew up its little slirivel- 
led I'eet, turned its face to tlio wall 
and gave up the ghost! Hero, at any 
rate, tho ruling iin-saion wa.s,iu(k'Oil,.stroii{,' 
in death. And an it was in the cuso of 
the doooasod organ, to is it willi tlio two 
remaining ones whoso existence is being 
artificially prolonged by constant and 
copious doses of "government pap" — 
upon tho ijrinciple, it May bo preoumod, 
that tho last hours of the drunkard are 
soiuotiiuos Icngthonod out by tlio ad- 
ministration of tho voi-y poison whicJilias 
brought him to deatli's-door. So well 
are thoailairs tho Province odministorcd, 
and BO completo were tho roforius of 
last Beasion that tho country would bo 
perfectly oontent that the mooting of tho 
Legislature uhould bo ijo.itiwnod till 
Maroh or April ! It would not in tho 
least surprise us to find ono of tho lingur- 
ing organs going a stop farther and as- 
Borting that, bo well aro tho affairs of tho 
Province being administered by the pres- 
ent net, that the Lugialaturn might well 
be dispensed with aUop;ofhor. Thcro 
can be no doubt whalovor that tho pro- 
Bont administration of aflairs i.s omiiR'nt- 
Jy satisfaotory to tho vampires who have 
fastened upon the imblio purso; 
but in 80 far aii tho groat body of | tho 
jpeoplo arc concerned, there need be be uo 
;^9i)U»tiou wh»tever in affirming t hat tho 



very rovorao is tho fact. Tho motive act- 
uating tho organs in desiring to i)oslpona 
tho meeting of the Logislaturo is easily 
onough undor.stood. But that motive 
constitutes tho very reason why tho 
People desire that there should be uo de- 
lay m calling tho House together.

Lord Bute on the HolyXand* 

The Mn,rqui.s of Bute— tbo Lofchair 
of actual lifo — .md, as tho reader is 
awnre, one of the recent {{aiiia to the 
lioiuafi Catholic Cluircli among the 
nobility, has returned from visiliii<>- the 
Holy Land, and has taken to lectur- 
ing- on its. shrine.'?. Ho .should, he said, 
dcHcribo the Lliroti cliief Jioly 
places — Nazareth, -where our blessed 
Lord Avas conceived aud lived aaa boy; 
Bcthlclicin, where he wos 'bdni'; an4; 
Juruealem, which he selected in order 
to -\voik redemiitiou iu the midst of the 
earth. After brieliy describing the 
town of Nazareth, liin lordship passed 
oil to notice tho Clmrcb of tlio An- 
nunciation — a great square building 
Avith windows high up, and rather 
handsomely decoratoti within in the' 
Italian manner. The Sliriuo of An- 
nunciation -was ilia .sort of cellar. The 
-walls were covered with sill;, and the 
floor Avas paved; on the left was a 
pillar, broken throiig-h, and it was tra- 
ditionally asserted that tbo .iracturo 
was caused by tho wing of aa angel; on 
tlio ground beneath tho ultar Avas a cross, 
to be hissed by pilgrims, because it was 
on this spot tho blessed Virgin stood at 
tho unspeakable moment Avhen sho be- 
came the uiotlier of our Lor.l; over that 
there Avero little lamps fastened on to tho 
tal)lo, and behind them throe coats of 
anus — thoso of Godfrey do liouillon, who 
refused to bo king of Jerusalem, because 
aa he said, Christ was the only, son of 
Zion, five golden crosses oh a silver 
ground, thoOrdei'of tho Cross and Ht. 
Praiicis, and tliat of tho Fivo Wounds. 
Having iiiinutc'l.y ile.seribcd H(;veral of tlio 
places adjoining Nazai-oth, his Lordship 
proceeded to jiotico the town of iJetble- 
heiUjWliich ia situated about two hours' 
Avalk south of Jerusalem. Tbo road lead- 
ing to Betbleliem was, in tho estimation 
of all Cliristi.nns, holy, becauso of the 
Virgin haviny passod over it bo many 
times, currying our Lord, and for this 
reason those pilgrims wlio woro strong 
enough never rodo, but walked. Tho 
tomb of Rachel, he said, adopting the 
Avords Of the Dean of Westminister, Avas 
of all plhces''ih tho Holy Land tho only 
one about which there iind lieen )io deiiiul 
as to .authenticity. Tho Cluueh of tlio 
Nativity Avas one of tho most ni.Agnificent 
in tho Holy Liiiul — the last work of resto- 
ration having been done at tho expense 
of Edward I. Ic had an ononuous oou- 
vent like*a citadel attached to it, wbieb 
Avas divided between the Catholics, the 
Greeks, and tho Armenians. Pilgi-ims 
had to enter, as was usual in all such 
places, through a lower door covered 
with iron plates; tho Church was like tho 
Cathedrals in England, sonielhing that 
was iiorfeotly splendid. Tho Catholic 
altar and taberoaole were most gorgeous- 
ly decorated. T?orhaps of all tho places 
in tho Holy Land this was approachod 
with tho greatest dnvotiou, because it was 
the one which o.xcited people moat. He 
had hclird i)ersoiis who were olliciatiug 
there hardly able to go on, on account of 
the strong feeling which necessarily cumo 
over them in such a place. JerusaUm 
waa essentially the Holy City. Most of 
tho pilgrims caught their first glance of it 
from tho north, and it was there that King 
Richard refused to look upon it, booauso 
ho was uuablo to ilulivor it from the ]>ol- 
lution of tho uabeliovcrs. Tho Church 
of tho Assumptiou, remarkable oa tho 
place where the Virgin was raised from 
the dead, seiemed to be a matter of little 
imjiortance.so great were the other things 
that were round about it. 'I'lioro were no 
windows aud nothing but lamps to light 
it. It belonged eiitirolv to tho Or«oks ami 
tho Aiuioniaiis, the Catholics having no 
altar there. Tlie Mount of Olives, tho 
Hosannah road (where the juoeession 
p.issod on Palm Sunday), St. Stephens 
gate, thejilace Avliero tho Virgin is said 
to have uutour Lord, and tho Judgment 
gate were minutely doscrihcd. Next 
camo tlie Church of tho Holy .Sepulchre. 
Tho largo sqiinre before it was paved with 
stones, which Ayere all cracked, owing to 
the'ouhi}>er i>f'0hd8tian9 wbo had boon 
burned alive upon them. Immediately 
opposite tho Church Avas tho niothcr- 
kiiiglita of tbo Knights of St. John, a 
building iu a state of great ruin. 
Ho Avas told tlwt the Sultan had pre- 
sented it to the Mmperor of Goruiany, 
and that he had given it to the Pro- 
testant Knights of St. John, whose sisters 
worked very hard amongst tho sick and 
wounded during tho late war, nnd that 
they Avpro about restoring it, iu order that 
it might again bo used as a hospital. In 
sliapo the Church was like tho Temple 
Church ill the metropolis, which wna 
built in imitation of it. . In front . of tho 
ojiening Avns the stone of unotlott,"' like a 
bier, aud Avbiuli pilgrims kissed booause 
it was said to be over the placo whore tho 
body of Christ was laid wlieii it Avaa an- 
ointed b,y holy women. The sepulchre 
was a little ugly liuildiug with a dome 
shaped liko an onion. Pilgrimsand tour- 
ists crawled barefooted up somo steiisand 
entered by a low door. Tlierowaaa little 
round table in the middle, Avitli a piece 
of the stone door of tho sojiulcliro, tho 
chief ]iatt of which was proservod on 
tho Mount of i^iou. The sepnlchro itself, 
the actual and real tomb of Christ, from 
which He rose, Avas in tho inner part, and 
was a placo about six foot square, the 
coiling of which Avas entirely covoredAvith 
gold and silver lamps, Rofore a sort of 
marble slab, -wliieh covered the couch or 
Iwn/i!! lipon which the body of Christ lay, 
Olirjstians knolt and prayed. This was 
continnally being Avntihed Avith otto of 
roses, or rosb water, nnd there were in it 
little drills through which tho tears of 
bolievors IrirUlod, as a .lort of ofi'oriug to 
our Lord. This Vias the great con tro to- 
wards Avhich Clivistoudoiii liad turned, the 
great fountain from which tho life of 
Christendom had sprung, and it was there 
that occurred' tho quickening of His 
body, of which the scripturo gave no do 
Hcriiition, and of which niaa could form 
no concojitiou wlifttever.
